Washington—Arbitration of the dis- 


pute between Mexico and the United 
States is more easily advocated than 
accomplished. While the senate has 
indicated it would like to arbitrate, and 
Secretary of State 
Kellogg 
reveals 


that he' has been thinking of the 
same thing for. some time, the chances 
of an arbitration of the controversy 
are about as remote as American en- 
try into the league of nations. 


First of all, when the terms of a 


protocol oE arbitration arc submitted 
for a "two-thirds vote of the senate, the 
precedent would be established of^the 
United Stated beins-'Willing to^, idtnit 
that the constitution 
of a sovereign 


country is a subject for arbitration. 
President Calles of Mexico has 
indi- 


cated that such a sacrifice of sover- 
eignty would not be made by Mexico 
except in an extreme and acute case. 
He has indicated that he would be 
willing to arbitrate the cftects of a 
law passed by the Mexican congress in 
accordance with its constitution: This, 
however, is already taken care of in 
the general claims convention between 
the "United States and Mexico and 
that is just where the dispute will be 
settled, if at all. 


TERMS OF CONVENTION 


The principle of arbitration is in- 


deed contained in the general claims 
convention, for it binds the Mexican 
government to accept the award of the 
commissison without further appeal. 
It is as strongly drawn as any arbitra- 
tion treaty, the difference being that 
it is an arbitration iit every instance 
between an individual or corporation 
and the Mexican government instead 
of between the American and Mexican 
governments. 


So the procedure which will be fol- 


lowed is for each claimant to submit 
cases of confiscation to the commis- 
sion for final settlement. Should Mexi- 
co refuse to accept the award, the case 
would revert to diplomacy and settle- 
ment by other means." 


COURTS ARE ALTERNATIVE 
The alternative course to the claims 


convention is the issuance» of injunc- 
tions by the Mexican federal courts re- 
straining 
the 
Mexican' government 


from confiscating American oil lands. A 
series of decisions two years ago by 
ihe Mexican supreme court failed TO 
clear up the points at issue but a new 
scries of cases have been instituted at 
Tampico in which the foreign'oil'com- 
panies have won the first round. 


If the 
matter 
can be 
adjusted 


through decisions of the Mexican su- 
preme court, the American govern- 
ment would prefer it to .settlement 
through the claims 
commission be- 


cause, while the 
United States has 


such a treaty with Mexico, this still 
leaves the controversy open as be- 
tween European 
nationals and the 


Mexican government. Decisions "of th'e 
courts would apply equally to all for- 
eign oil companies and if favorable to 
them would prevent pressure 
being 


rpplied to the American government 
by European nationals in pursuance of 
the theory of American dominance of 
affairs in the western hemisphere and 
the implications of the-Monroe' 'doc- 
trine.

The assembly then proceeded to the 


introduction of bills, 12 interim com- 
mittee measures coming in, under the 
authorship of Assemblyman Law-son 
of Walworth. 


The lower house voted concurrence 


in a senate joint resolution providing 
for a joint session of the two houses 
on Jan. 26, for discussion of the in- 
terim committee tax proposals. Mem- 
bers of the interim committee, who 
are not at present members of the 
legislature, were invited to attend the 
session. 


Senator Howard Teasdale is author 


of a bill to increase the gasoline tax 
from 2 to 3 cents per gallon, and to 
revise the allotment of revenue from 
the tax. Under the "-ovision, tillages 
would get ?50 per mile of highway not 
included in county and state high- 
way system, instead-of $25 as at pres- 
ent. 


TEASDALE BILLS 


The Sparta senator also was au- 


thor of a bill appropriating 5400,000 
to allow the state to pay one-third of 
the amount needed by counties

pay mother's pensions. 
The present

similar measure was introduced by 
Senator Teasdale during the 1925 ses- 
sion, but was defeated.

tor do with those members of his 
congregation, if any, who refuse 
to 


sign the church covenant and continue 
their dancing, card playing and thea- 
ter-going? 


The problem for months vexed Dr. 


James E. JLeavell, pastor of the Firsl 
Baptist church of Houston, Texas, and 
finally he arrived at a solution. lie 
expelled them. 


Dr. Leavell dropped 3.700 members 


of his congregation from the church- 
roll he told the Southern Baptist Sun- 
day School conference. Now, he said, 
the remaining l.COO are "doing better 
work and making more progress than 
did the 5,300 members." 


A few excluded persons sought an 


injunction in the courts to

"would have obligated them to attend 
services of the church, forego worldly 
amusements, read their Bibles 
and 


pray for one another."

The elections' committee has 
been called to meet Saturday to make 
arrangements for a public hearing for 
Smith. He will be given every oppor- 
tunity, according to its members, to 
add any details he 'desires to the testi- 
mony he prvc ^ast summer before the 
Reed ^campaign funds committee re- 
garding contributions he received from 
Samuel Insull and other public utilities 
officials of Illinois.

Moore Will Give Band In- 


struction in City Schools 
and at Collecj e 


E. C. Moore, supervisor of public 


school music in Green Bay since 1923, 
signed a contract with Lawrence col- 
lege Thursday for an appointment to 
the department of band and orchestral 
instrument instruction at I-ivrreiic* 
conservatory of music. He also will 
teach instrumental music in the pub- 
lic and parochial schools of thc_ city. 
The appointments will*take effect in 
September. 


Classes in al! the grades from 11'? 


fifth upwards probably will be 01- 
ganized by the supervisor. This will 
mean that pupils from poin's central- 
ly located geographically will be given 
an opportunity to get instrumental in- 
struction. Individual classes for each 
school would not be feasible, :t was 
believed. Mr. Moore also will direct 
the high school band and orchestra 
and may start other organisations, 
but this will be left to the supervisor's 
judgment. It is hoped to secure an- 
other person to instruct in stringed 
instrumental playing. Mr. Moore will 
be in charge only of the wind and 
band instrument instruction. 


With the appointment of Mr. Moore, 


the conservatory has entered into an 
extentive program of instruction with 
added facilities for training public 
school music supervisors in directing 
bands and orchestras. 


, The new program which will go in- 
to effect next fall will include two 
distinct features. It will gi\e youn^ 
men and women who aie studying to 
become public school music supervis- 
ors practical experience with all band 
and orchestral 
instruments, 
a'.oog 


•with their voice training, so that tncy 
•will be able to direct high school or- 
chestras and bands as well as choral 
and vocal work in small cities, where 
there is not an instructor in each 
field.. 
It will also include a four-year 


course to train orchestra, and band 
leaders to fulfill the need that 
has 


aiisen for leaders and class instruc- 
tion to high school pupils-. 


The conservatroy will purchase the 


necessary instruments 
for the stu- 


dents, and will be in charge of tac 
new program. Mr. Moore has had HS- 
markable success with the training of 
orchestra and bands among school 
pupils in Green Bay. 
..In 1923, the Green Bay high school 
band placed second in Class B at the 
state contest held at Lake Geneva 
The following year it won first place 
at Viroqua. In 1925 the band was 
entered in class A at Two Rivers and 
was awarded second place, and last 
year at Green Bay it tied with Kich- 
land Center for first 
place. Moore 


gave the honor to Richland Center 
since Green Bay was host to the con- 
•\ ention. 
'The supervisor also will direct the 


college band.

The 
assistant attorney general opined that 
jt was not necessary for him to inven- 
tory property in all departments of the 
state, but that there was nothing m 
the statutes to prevent him from do- 
ing so with the cooperation of depart- 
ment heads.

busses is weak and "should have some 
teeth inserted," in the opinion of Lou- 
is E. Gettle. chairman of the state 
railroad 
commission. The 
railroad 


commission has had supervision over 
tho operation 
of busses under the 


present law. which according to Mr. 
Gettle. sives the commission power 
only to accept or reject the routes of 
the bus companies at the time they 
_fire srantp(3 n Jiecnsc. 


The legislature Is expected to con- 


sider the regulation of the new car- 
friers, with some members of tho law 
making a body favoring regulation of 
busses by the highway department. 
They contend that the road-building 
and maintenance department should 
Ihave jurisdiction over the vehicles op- 
erated upon its roads. 


The attitude of the 
operators of 


busses has not yet been made public, 
but Mr. Gettlc slid today that he ex- 
pected the ''Independent Bus Asso- 
ciation'' to favor the Minnesota plan 
of commission 
supervision of their 


tvork. 


Such .a commission, or the railroad 


•commission, if this work were delegat- 
' ed to it, would determine the neces- 
;sity and the 
extent of public con- 


-venience assured in the opening cf 
.a new bus line, consider the competi- 
tion with railroads along the proposed 
•route or other bus lines, and decide 
. upon the amount of fare permissable 
'Jn order that the bus line might pros- 
per. The statute would probably per- 
'mil all existing bus lines to continue 
-operation as at present, in Mr. Gettle's 
• opinion. 
,' "Some legislation 
on the 
subject 


f will surely grow from this session of 
'the legislature." Mr. Gettle said. "The 
'recent cases in Eau Claire. Chippewa 
Trails and Milwaukee have demonstrat- 
ed the lack of power in the present 
. state law. Only through rejection of 


• routes upon re-application for license 
can we control the busses in any way. 
'At that time w,e can follow the wishes 
of the cities involved, in the matter of 
routing tfcrough congested sections. 


"We expect that the representatives 


. of city governments will struggle pret- 
ty hard with the legislators to have 
them enact some law permitting local 
.regulation of bus lines operating -with- 
'in the corporate limits of towns and 
•cities. 
This follows the 
supreme 


'^court's decision that a city has no 
"power under the present law to set 
fthe routes over which busses shall 
; operate in town. 
• ''Milwaukee, therefore, was power- 
,]css to keep busses off Grand Avenue 
and other down-town streets. Eau 
Claire was unable to keep the busses 
from running through its heavy traflic 
sections and the Chippewa Falls city 
council. could not fix the bus "route1 
outside of the"business district. . '. 


"Only througlr -the commission's^re-" 


fusal to grant the permits with the 
routings suggested by the busy com- 
pany were these cities able to control 
the carriers. 
"When" the bus com- 


panies rearranged their routes, they 
were given permits and there our abil- 
ity to regulate their operation stopped.

We have not seen a draft of 
the bill and cannot say how comprehen- 
sive it is. but there can be no ditYcrcncc 
of opinion over the main proposition that 
bus transportation should be regulated by 
the Railroad commission.

One is that they should be 
supervised by the same agency that gov- 
erns the operation of steam and electric 
railways, in order that they may be made 
responsible to the public and those they 
serve and may be made to carry their 
just share of the expenses of government 
and road maintenance, and subject 
to 


such conditions and rates a? v.-;!l rr.skc 
them fair competitors of other forms of 
transportation. The second is that if bus 
lines are to remain permanently, they 
should be made to serve the public with a 
minimum of duplication and under con- 
ditions that make them economical and 
not extravagant common carriage. 


Exactly the same reasons require pub- 


lic control over and 
operation 
of bus 


lines as applies to railroads and electric 
lines. The Railroad commission should 
have the power to fix their rates and to 
prescribe routes, frequency of 
service, 


etc. In short, they should be made to 
serve public interests first and their own 
interests secondarily, for it is 
obvious 


that if both cannot be served they are 
uneconomical and should not operate. It

Dr. Arnold Lorand, in his book on "Defects e

after reflection what one ate for dinner yesterday 
or the day before, that is merely a reflection on the 
drabness of uninteresting character of the menu.

that is morbid, and suggests some such disease as 
paresis ("fcoftenms- of the brain") or perhaps Kor- 
sakoffs alcoholic psychosis. In other words it is 
normal to remember pretty much every item of the 
menu of a good dinner, and the better the dinner 
or the more agreeably one is impressed by the cir- 
cumstances associated with the dinner, the longei 
and more vividly one will remember about it.

It is easy, of course, to suggest that 


laws be enacted, but it is to be questioned 
if sny law on a statute book ever really 
prevented a crime. Laws are useful in em- 
powering .proper enforcement of a certain 
standard of conduct decided upon by so- 
ciety, but they rarely serve as a detter- 
rent, per se. In other words the efficacy 
of law enforcement lies in the enforce- 
ment and not in the provisions made for 
it. 


Thus, before we take definite steps to 


put a number of additional laws on our 
statute books, it should be our first step to 
ascertain the exact condition of 
affairs 


and the status of the situation we are 
aiming to remedy. And it will be difficult. 
An enormous stock of pistols is already 
in possession of the underworld. 
They 


will be carefully conserved against anv 
future restriction of manufacture 
and 


sale. Yet something should be done. The 
person who finds a workable solution will 
have conferred a great benefit on the na- 
tion.

names. Unless, something: about the person himself 
is sufficiently impressive, say his cnjjasinc: smile 
or his sympathetic bearing or his manners, it is 
normal to forget his name presently. But it helps 
memory if one takes particular note of any such 
natural impression a person makes. 


Memory is readily affected by faults or disturb-

A patient came for ear treatment 
and found she had forgotten her address. She was 
given one drop of amyl nitrite (which tends to re- 
lax spasms of the blood vessels) and within a few 
minutes she was able to recall her address. 


Many cases of -wandering-, due to amnesia (loss 


of - memory) which tinteachable reporters so in- 
sistently call "aphasia" (which means loss of 
speech), are due to underlying- or unrecognized dis- 
turbances of the circulation. I remember one poor 
old fellow who was picked up by the police, whoj 
held him as a suspicious character, but finally per- 
mitted him to enter hospital for proper treatment. 
He had chronic nephritis with arteriosclerosis. The 
police insisted they had proved his identity, and that 
he -was a notorious crook. The doctor sized the old 
man up as a decent sort and ventured to take is- 
sue with the police identification, which was based 
on police photographs and finger prints. 
After a 


few weeks the old man's memory returned and he 
was restored to his relatives'. The police had to ad- 
mit that they had made a mistake.

I have watched the 
daughter oi a rich family grow up 
into a pale, frail woman because they 
wouldn't tend her to a warm climate 
after an attack of pneumonia that 
nearly killed her when she was a lit- 
tle girl. Her mother told me it was 
too expensKe. I know that child's 
health went into bonds. These arc 
absolutely true cases. I know of 
dozens more. 


I am trying to stand up for the 


intelligent parent, rich or poor, who 
sees that health, physically, and men- 
tally is the child's best inheritance.

$4,000, and 5 per cent on the balance. 


Tho surtax rates apply to net in- 


come in excess of ?10.000. as in the 
revenue act of 1924. The maximum 
rate, however, under the 1926 act, is 
reduced to 20 per cent, which ap- 
plies to net income in excess oC ?10<>.- 
000, instead of a maximum of ^0 per 
cent on net income in excess of ?r,uO.- 
000. as was proUded by :hc 1924 act. 


The exemptions arc $1,500 for single 


persons, and $3,500 for married >>or- 
sons living together, and heads of 
families. In addition a taxpayer :s 
entitled to a credit of $400 for each 
person dependent upon him for chics! 
support if such person is under IS 
years of age or incapable of self-sup- 
port because mentally or physically 
defective. 
Such dependent need not 


be a relative of the taxpayer nor a 
member of his household. The term 
"mentally or physically defective" in- 
cludes not only cripples an'd those 
mentally defective but persons in ill 
health and the aged. 


A taxpayer, though unmarried, who 


supports in his home one or more 
relatives over whom he exercises fam- 
ily control, is the head of a 
family 


and entitled to tho same exemption 
allowed a married person. Also he 
may claim $400 for each dependent. 
Fo.- example, a widower who supports 
in his home an 
aged 
mother and 


daughter 17 years old is entitled to 
an exemption of 53,500 as the head of 
a family, plus a credit of $400 for 
each dependent, a total of ?4,300. The 
$400 credit, however, does not apply 
to the wife or husband of a taxpayer, 
though one may be totally dependent 
upon the other.

Kadke. s>tatc dairy inspector, to pre- 
vent milk companies using 
bottles 


stamped witli ihc names of 
other 


companies. The practice is .-.id to be 
common here. 


The state law provides, according to 


Mr. Kadke. that milk bottles may bear 
the name ot a company .or the in- 
scription "Pasteurized Milk." It has 
| been the practice for some years 
among dairymen to pay no attention 
to whether they received their own 
bottles from their customers. So long 
as they received any bottle thr • were 
satisfied, he said. 


The dairyman would then proceed 


to put his milk in the bottle regard- 
less of whether it bore his name. This 
is a direct violation of the state law. 
according to Mr. Ttadke and this law- 
will be strictly enforced in the future. 


A recent test taken of Ap..lctors milk 


by the two officers showed that the 
milk and • cream contained the legal 
amount of butter fat. Milk tested 3 to 
4 per cent and cream averaged from 
IS to 24 per cent.
